6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Claims 1 and 6: In view of the limitations, the prior art does 
not fairly disclose alone or in combination an elevator apparatus and 
an elevator rope slippage detecting device having a pulley sensor for 
generating a signal in accordance with a rotation of the pulley; a car 
speed sensor configured to directly detect a speed of the car based on 
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a frequency of an oscillating wave received from a reflecting surface 
on a side wall surface of a hoistway and a processing device that 
determines a speed portion based on the signal from the pulley sensor 
and the car sensor respectively. 

The claims are deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over the invention patented in JP Patent 08-217366 to Arakawa et al .
